RAN INTO THE CULPRIT 


While going up Lake street they 


were Informed that a man had just 
entered Lake fiom. Second and had 
turned into an orchaid near the mid- 
dle of the west side of Lake

turned and attempted to climb a high 
fence in ordei to enter the orchard, 
but found the upiight fence difficult 
to cioss 


At this junctuie a citizen of Lake 


came out oi the house and stated that 
the fleeing man had gone behind a
